Delegates Submit Their Scheme 
Relating to an Arbitration 
Tribunal to Congress. 



DIFFERS FROM THE BRITISH PROPOSAL 



Each Country is to Appoint an Arbi- 
trator to Bt- Select*.! by the 
Supreme Courts. 



The IIaouf., June 1.— Moth sections 
of the disarmament committee met 
Wednesday, and, as was anticipated, 
failed to agree with regard to the 
questions of new inventions in arnia- 

The drafting committee of the arbi- 
tration committee made some advance 
Wednesday afternoon. The American 
delegates submitted their scheme re- 
lating to an arbitration tribunaL 

The plan differs from the Ilrltish 
proposal. It provides that each coun 
try shall appoint a single arbitrator tc 
be selected by the supreme courts ol 
the signatory powers The tribunal 
shall have a permanent central seat 
and be composed of at least three 
judges, who shall not be natives ot 

powers in disaccord. 

The general expenses shall be shar- 
ed proportionately. In the event o) 
new facts arising within throe months 
of a decision, the same tribunal shal' 
have power to try again the question; 
in dispute. Recourse to the tribunal 
shall be optional of the signatory 
powers. The tribunal shall not take 
cognizance of any dispute until assur 
ed that the parties concerned will ac-

The convention shall come into force 
and the tribunal be established when 
nine powers, eight of whom shall be 
European or American and four of 
whom shall be signatories of the decla- 
ration of Tarts, 1 s.56, shall have ad- 
hered to the convention. Apart from 
-the above project, the A mericans pro- 
posed a special scheme of mediation, 
providing that in the event of a 
difference- arising between two pow- 
ers, each shall choose another power 
to act as its second. The powers thus 
selected shall do all they can to recon- 
cile the opponent*. These seconding 
powers shall, even when war has bro- 
ken out, continue their efforts, with a 
view of ending hostilities as soon at 
possible. 

The American project was accompa- 
nied by ■ memorandum, entitled 
"Met 

of the United States submitted with 
their project for a permanent interna- 
tional tribunal." 
The text of the memorandum fol- 

"The proposal herewith submitted 
takes its form as a resolutions looking 
to action outside of the conference 
from our instructions. 

The proposals show the earnest de- 
sire of the president of the United 
States for a permanent tribunal foi 
the conduct of arbitration betweet 
nations and the willingness of th< 
president to aiding the establishment 
of such a tribunal upon the genera 
lines indicated. 

The commissioners from the Unite. 
States are ready, without insistiug 
upon the form of their own resolutions, 
to try to develop the proposals hereto- 
fore submitted to the conference, so 
that they shall embody what is 
tial in this plan.

M. Deroulede Announced That H

Paris, June I.— M. Deroulede and 
Mareel-Habert, who have been on 
trial before the assize court here, on 
the charge of inciting soldiers to in- 
subordination in connection with the 
election of President Loubet, were ac- 
quitted Wednesday. 

The advocate general made the 
speech for the prosecution, and in so 
doing vehemently denounced the re- 
marks made Tuesday by MM. licaur- 
paire and llcrve, to the apparent dis- 
pleasure of the audience, who fre- 
quently interrupted him. 

During the course of Maitre Fala- 
teuf's defense of Oen. llcrve he read a 
newspaper criticism of the general and 
M. Deroulede rising, shouted: "That is 
treason." 

The president of the court interrupt- 
ed M. Deroulede, saying: "I have been 
lenient with you. You must be si- 
lent." 

M. Deroulede, however, continued to 
declaim, aud concluded by turning to 
the judge and shouting: "Now ar- 
rest me! Shut me up! For I will not 
cease my attempts to overthrow par- 
liamentarism!" 

A great tumult followed thesestate- 

"Hravos" were heard on all sides, 
sticks and hats were waved and the 
judge ordered the court to be cleared. 

An officer of the republican guard 
urged M. Deroulede and Mareel-Ha- 
bert to leave, whereupon the latter be- 
came excited, raised his cane, attempt- 
ed to strike the officer and shouted: 
"Vive Deroulede." "Abas les traitres." 

The whole audience joined in the 
uproar, which was continued until the 
police succeeded in clearing the court.
